(e.g., chromium or chromium-containing compound). Oxygen and chlorine may be used to etch chromium.Meyer (col.3. 
lines 9-12) teaches that a processing gas comprising carbon monoxide and the chlorine containing gas (CCI4) may be' 
used to etch chromium.Yasuzato (US 5,750,290; col. 2, lines 12-15) shows similarity(equivalence) of using chlorine 
containing gas (CCI4, BC13, CI2) to etch chromium. The applicant's disclosure also shows the similarity of using 
chlorine-containing gas for chromium etching. Therefore, it would be obvious to one skilled in the art to use chlorine, 
carbon monoxide, and oxygen to etch chromium. 
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
